THE  VIRTUOSO  WAS  born 
in  Dresden,  Germany.  At  18  he 
won  the  Bechstein  Prize  and  be- 
gan to  perform  piano  concerts. 

After  World  War  II,  he  affili- 
ated himself  with  the  State  Mu- 
sic Academy  at  Detmold,  direct- 
ing classes  in  piano  and  conduct- 
ing local  symphony  orchestras. 
Gradually  he  resumed  his  con- 
cert activities  as  a solo  pianist. 

RICHTER-IIAASER’S  tours 
have  taken  him  through  Ger- 
many, France,  Austria,  the  Neth- 
erlands, British  Isles,  the  Scan- 
dinavian countries  and  the  Far 
East.

Dr.  Truman  G.  Madsen,  assist- 
ant professor  of  philosophy  and 
religion  will  speak  Monday  ev- 
ening on  “The  Meaning  and  Ver- 
ification of  Religious  Language.” 

The  second  lecture  in  the  “Ev- 
ening Lectures  on  Religion”  will 
begin  at  7:30  p.m.  in  167  Mc- 
Kay Bldg.  Student  admission  is 
25  cents. 

DR.  MADSEN  received  his 
Ph.D.  from  Harvard  University 
in  1959.  He  won  the  Winnder 
F.C.S.  Schiller  Philosophical  Es- 
say Prize  in  1952. 

His  paper  on  the  meaning  and 
verification  of  religious  lang- 
uage is  an  analysis  of  recent 
theories  of  the  meaning  and 
function  of  religious  discourse. 
Arguments  used  in  favor  of  met- 
aphor, analogy  or  symbol  are 
criticized. 

THE  PAPER  CONCLUDES 
that  the  present  “flight  from  the 
literal”  is  actually  a flight  from 
one  literal  and  congitive  concep- 
tion to  another  (more  sophisti- 
cated though  often  non-histor- 
ical)  literal  conception,  says  Dr. 
Madsen. 


Cuban  Union  Men  Denounce 
Communist-Backed  Unity  Plan 


HAVANA,  Nov.  23  — (UPI) 
Cuban  unionists  rebuffed  Pre- 
mier Fidel  Castro  early  today  by 
electing  a Communist-free  exec- 
utive committee  for  the  CTC  Un- 
ion Federation. 

THE  EXECUTIVE  committee 
chosen  shortly  after  4 a.m.  by 
an  overwhelming  majority  of 
delegates  to  the  CTC  convention 
included  only  three  supporters 
of  a Communist-backed  “unity” 
plan,  and  all  of  them  identified 
themselves  as  non-Communists. 

Although  Castro  had  appealed 
directly  to  the  convention  for 
unqualified  adoption  of  the  un- 
ity plan,  only  16  of  more  than 
3.000  delegates  voted  against  the 
non-Communist  executive  slate. 
The  Communists  abstained. 

AMONG  THE  FEW  resolutions 
adopted  during  the  pre-dawn 
hours  was  one  denouncing  the  | 
“unfriendly  attitude”  of  U.  S. 
armed  forces  during  this  month’s 
anti-American  riots  in  Panama. 
The  convention  also  voted  to  as- 
sess Cuban  workers  4 per  cent 
of  their  pay  to  finance  plans  for 
industrialization  of  the  country. 

A resolution  denouncing  the 
anti-Communist  Inter-American 
Regional  Labor  Organization 
(ORIT)  as  “an  agent  of  Ameri- 
can imperialism”  and  proclaim- 
ing Cuba’s  intention  of  organ- 
izing a rival  group  was  adopted 
by  acclamation  at  last  night’s 
session  of  the  convention. 

CASTRO  SAID  the  behavior 
of  the  convention  delegates  had 
convinced  him  it  would  be  un- 
wise to  adopt  a plan  for  the  arm- 


ing and  training  of  “workers’ 
brigades.” 

He  noted  that  various  unions 
had  asked  for  the  formation  of 
such  brigades  “to  defend  the 
revolution.” 

“I  CANNOT  GO  along  with 
these  desires  . . .”  he  said.  “What 
would  happen  at  this  convention 
if  each  of  you  had  a machine 
gun  in  his  hand?  . . . An  army 
cannot  be  divided.” 

No  attempt  was  made  to  in- 
terrupt the  Premier,  although 
the  applause  which  followed  his 
speech  was  described  by  specta- 
tors as  “reserved.”

“Due  to  administration  pol- 
icy. first  quarter  freshmen 
are  not  allowed  to  participate 
in  social  activities,”  reported 
Lamar  Hair,  president  of  In- 
ter-Social Unit  Council. 

Hair  said  reports  had  come 
to  him  that  freshmen  were 
concerned  about  not  being  in- 
vited to  some  of  the  units’ 
functions.  It  is  against  rules 
to  invite  first  quarter  fresh- 
men, he  added. 

Social  unit  rushing  will  be- 
gin winter  quarter.  Open- 
houses  are  tentatively  set  for 
the  second  week  of  next  term, 
said  Hair.

Cats  Outlast  CSU

margin  of  victory.  CSU  halfback 
Joe  Martinez  fumbled  on  the 
Ram  15  and  alert  Dennis  pounced 
on  the  loose  pigskin  to  give 
BYU  possession. 

On  the  first  down  quarterback 
Gary  Dunn  rolled  around  left 
end  to  the  two  before  being 
brought  down.  Then  Dunn  gave 
to  left  halfback  Nyle  McFarlane 
who  went  over  right  tackle  for 
the  TD.  Then  trailing  ahead 
12-7,  BYU  elected  to  try  for  a 
two-point  conversion.  Again 
Dunn  gave  to  McFarlane  who 
went  around  right  end  for  the 
two  counters. 

Outside  of  two  long  touch- 
down plays,  CSU’s  deepest  pene- 
tration of  the  afternoon  was  to 
the  BYU  21. 

THE  SECOND  scoring  play  for 
the  Rams  which  brought  them  so 
close  to  victory  came  on  a 52- 
yard  pass  play  from  halfback 
Brady  Keys  to  end  Al  Fortune. 
It  was  the  only  aerial  that  the 


Rams  completed  during  the  af- 
ternoon. 

Finding  themselves  behind  14- 
13  after  the  TD,  Coach  Tuffy 
Mullison’s  charges  went  for  a 
two-point  conversion  and  the 
lead. 

The  handoff  was  to  Keys  who 
attempted  to  go  over  right  tackle. 
He  was  met  by  a host  of  Cat 
linemen  at  the  one  and  the  at- 
tempt failed. 

THE  GAME  went  down  to  the 
wire  with  CSU  attempting  a 
21 -yard  field  goal  with  only  a 
minute  remaining  in  the  contest. 
It  wasn’t  until  Ward  Gates’  kick 
careened  off  a Ram  lineman’s 
helmet  that  BYU  was  sure  of 
victory. 

BYU  had  scored  first  early  in 
the  first  stanza  on  a 70-yard 
sustained  march.  Sticking  strictly 
to  the  ground,  the  Cougars 
ground  out  the  yardage  in  19 
plays.  Seniors  LeGrande  Young, 
Burt  Bullock  and  Howard  Ring- 
wood  lugged  the  pigskin  the  dis- 


tance. Dunn  attempted  the  PAT, 
but  his  kick  went  awry  and  the 
Cats  led,  6-0. 

COLORADO  STATE’S  sput- 
tering, yet  explosive,  attack  fi- 
nally showed  itself  in  the  second 
half  after  the  Cats  had  marched 
to  the  CSU  21  only  to  miss  a 
field  goal  attempt.  BYU  had  re- 
covered an  onsides  kick  after 
scoring  to  start  their  drive. 

On  the  second  down  on  their 
own  23  the  Rams  shook  speedy 
sophomore  Keys  loose  around 
left  end  for  a 77-yard  jaunt  and 
the  first  CSU  score.  A key  block 
by  Myron  Pearson  at  the  Ram 
40  put  Keys  in  the  open  and 
Cougar  safety  Gary  Dunn  could- 
n’t catch  the  flashy  back. 

BYU  showed  a large  gap  in 
first  downs  with  19  to  8 for  the 
Rams.  Total  offense  had  the  Cats 
with  357  to  269  for  CSU.  Gary 
Dunn,  who  led  the  conference  in 
punting  going  into  Saturday’s 
contest,  booted  five  times  for  a 
41 -yard  average.

The  world  champion  Baltimore 
Colts  bounced  back  into  the  title 
picture  Sunday  by  shellacking 
the  San  Francisco  Forty-niners, 
45-14,  to  climb  into  a first-place 
tie  with  the  losers  in  the  Western 
Division  of  the  National  Football 
league. 

The  New  York  Giants,  mean- 
while, took  a one-game  lead  in 
the  Eastern  Division  when  they 
beat  the  Chicago  Cardinals,  30- 
20,  at  Minneapolis.  Cleveland 
dropped  out  of  first  place  tie 
by  being  upset,  21-20  at  the 
hands  of  Pittsburgh,  while  Phil- 
adelphia remained  a game  off 
the  pace  with  a 23-20  victory 
over  Los  Angeles. 

IN  OTHER  GAMES,  the  Chi- 
cago Bears  kept  their  faint  hope 
for  a Western  Division  title  alive 
with  a 24-14  decision  over  the 
Detroit  Lions,  and  the  Green 
Bay  Packers  ended  a five-game 
losing  streak  by  blanking  the 
Washington  Redskins,  21-0. 

Colt  quarterback  Johnny  Uni- 
tas  threw  two  touchdown  passes 
against  the  Forty-niners  before  a 
capacity  crowd  of  57,557  at  Bal- 
timore. That  ran  his  record  of 
consecutive  games  in  which  he 
has  tossed  at  least  one  TD  pass 
to  34.  Faced  with  the  possibility
